Interesting Skirmish in llie 
House 

Gladstone Wants the Session 

ClOSlMi. 

London, July 7. — Sir Michael 
Hicks- Beucli, Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer, replying to Mr. Charles McLaren 
(Advanced Liberal), suid he could .see 
no reason why Sir Henry Druminond 
Wolf should not go on a special mis- 
sion to ligypt. There w«s no reason to 
believe Unit Sir Iltiirv was asreeahle 
to the Khedival government. .Mr. Mc- 
Laren thereupon gave notice that lie j 
would introduce a motion declaring ! 
that it was inexpedient to (rust .Sir j 
Henry, with the mission in question. 

Sir Michael Hides Beach moved that 
the government have precedence in the 
business of the House on Tuesdays and 
Wednesdays. He deprecated the idea 
of the motion being regarded as one of 
confidence in the government. It was 
simply proposed and submitted for the 
convenience of the House to enable llir 
House to transact t he remaining busi- 
ness as quickly as possible. The gov- 
ernment had no desire to screen their 
policy and actions from criticism, but 
the main business should now he the 
subjects of supply, and mivs anil means 
which business was very backward. Iti 
addition to the Budget, the govern- 
ment intended in proceed with the con- 
sideration of the FVderul Council hill, 
the Australia and liasl India Loan bill, 
Irish Educational Endowment bill, aud j 
the Secretary for Scotland bill. Tho | 
government, the Chancellor said, was i 
also extremely anxious to deal with 
the very important Irish land purchase 
bill, hut it. would he impossible lo pass 
this measure at this period tliis session 
if it met with opposition. The govern- 
ment tlid not intend to renew the 
Crimen act In regard to this measure 
Mr. Gladstone had said t hat the Liber- 
al Government intended to renew cer- 
tain salutary provisions, but ihe speak- 
er 'was unaware of the nature of these 
provisions, because li^ had found no 
truce whatever of my bill having been 
prepared by the late jjovci nineiit. 

The speaker "continued thai the gov- 
ernment did not propose to .proceed 
with the Crofter's bill or other content- 
ious hills, hut it thought the immedi- 
ate relief of disqualifications ought to 
be dealt with soon. Portions of the 
criminal law amendment would also 
become law this session, if the House 
granted time for their discussion. 

Gladstone supported the motion be- 
cause he thought it was desirable to 
speedily wind up the business of the 
session. In regard to the foreign policy 
Mr, Gladstone said he believed it was 
the duty of the House to support the 
present gouernmen t in the prosecution 
of important national aims. The state- 
ment was in the main correct that Kua 
sia had promised Xuilikar Pass to the 
Ameer. The government, Mr. Glad- 
stone said, would have his best support 
in all reasonable etlorts to bring that 
question to a settlement. Referring to 
tho Egyptian question, Gladstone ad- 
mitted that the government ought to 
avoid committing itself, and should be 
allowed time in which to obtain the 
fullest and best advices. The question 
of finance was of the lirst importance 
to Egypt, and until it was settled no- 
thing could he done. Mr. Gladstone in 
connection with Irish affairs, said ho 
regretted that controversial matter had 
been introduced ill this debate. As a 
matter of historic justice ho mentioned 
that at the very time the Liberal party 
proposed a coercive measure, that mea- 
sure was accompanied by remedial mea- 
sures. The government, he said, incur- 
red great responsibility in abolishing 
the crimes act. it was not the business 



I of the opposition to wish the govern- 
ment to fail. I f the government could 
protect properly by means of ordinary 
law, he wished it God speed-, 
i Lord Randolph Churchill thanked 
Mr. Gladstone for his considerate re- 
[ ception of the motion of the Chancellor 
, of the Exchequer. Lord Randolph dis- 
claimed. on behalf of the Government 
any responsibility for the evacuation of 
< tho Soudan. He said that when the 
! government assumed office the order 
i for the evacuation had been carried out 
i and could not be reversed. 



AFGHANISTAN. 

Iteiiorted Hint Ameer lius Open- 
ed Negotiations with Russia. 

London, July 7. — The Standard 
prints this morning advices from a re- 
liable source India in regard lo recent 
events in connection with the Afghan 
frontier trouble. The Standard's corres- 
pondent asserts thai the Ameer of Af- 
ghanistan attaches little value to the 
friendship of either Eiiiflanil or Russia. 
The Ameer considers Lord Dufferiu 
Btilisy. He had expected from the Eng- 
lish representatives much larger sub- 
sidies of money and arms than those 
which had been given him. Thecorrer"- 
pondent says that the Ameer, in giving 
arms and food to his subjects, first ex- 
acts a promise that they will fight, Lf 
called upon, either the English or the 
Russians. A pilgrim from Afghan- 
Turkestan reports that a feeling of ex 
treiue dissatisfaction agaiusl the 
Ameer's rule exist.s among the ollioials 

; there. He declares that these officials 
are ready and willing to join Russia or 

I Ishuk Khan. It is also reported that 
the Governor of Afghan-Turkestan has 
opened direct negotiations with Russia, 
and it is asserted that in this course he 
had the permission of the Ameer, but 
this is doubted. Large bodies of Rus- 
sian troops are moving toward Merv 
and Mairneiia.

It will please none except 
the'smal! community which is forever 
saying: "We in this province think no- 
thing of the opinion of any man unless 
he is at least a colonel " It will please 
the Anglo-Indian "jingo," who is, on 
the who'e, the most d isaureeaide speci 
men of his kind. It will be regarded asi 
the reopening, with more serious men- 
ace than ever, of the Rusko Asiatic 
question. Of course, if Lord Duflerin 
is allowed to have his own way, under 
a change of government, the evils 
which many of us tin ml will be avoid- 
ed] hut otherwise the oullcok will bo 
sufficiently grave.

"The Farcical C'oIonizaJlon 
Policy of the Government." 

( *A Splendid Community Aban- 
doned to its Fate." 

This ia tho heading under which our 
youthful contemporary threw off a col- 
umn and a half of Irothy nonsense on 
Tuesday evening. The bail English and 
wnrso lngic might have been overlooked 
had there been any approach to accuracy 
in statin" facta. That the settlement of 
Alberni is an important and promising 
one is a fact, and that is about tho only 
truth contained in the urticlo uudor re- 
view. A simple recital of tho history of 
this interesting settlement will constitute 
the beat answer to the disingenuous guali 
with which it is sought to excite in the 
public mind prejudice Bguinst the govern- 
ment. Actuated by a very proper desire 
to rind homes for the valuable immigrants 
arriving on our ahores, the provincial 
government appointed guides for the ox- 
press purpose of spying out suitable loca- 
tions and conducting settlors to tho same. 
Not content with that, early iast year the 
chief commissioner himself paid a visit to 
Alberni, in order to determine from per- 
sonal observation to what extent it could 
be made available aa a tield for immediate 
settlement, and what would bo necessary 
in tho way of road woik so as to enable 
aettlers to gain ingress. That visit con- 
vinced tho leader of the government that 
Alberni possessed till tlio natural re- 
sources and many of tho facilities for 
making an important and prosperous set- 
tlement. Immediately upon his return 
the chief commissioner dispatched Mr. 
Lawson, a reliable and experienced roud- 
makcr, with a party of men to construct 
a road from the mouth of Suinas river 
through the heart of the valley. Mr. 
Lawson returned after having made seven 
miles of road. Settlers were meanwhile 
being located in tho valley through the 
instrumentality of the government guide. 
Shurtly aftm ward several of the aettlers 
waited upon the chief c unniissioner and 
represented that the road had not been 
carried far enough, that there was a con- 
siderable area of excellent land at '.lie 
head of the valley, and that if the road 
made by Mr. Lawson were extended for 
u distance of about three miles it would 
enable a good many settlers to gain and 
develop these fertile acres. Mr. Macken- 
zie, a substantial and reliable settler, who 
had taken up land iu the vicinity, was 
represented to tho chief commissioner by 
these settlers as being in a position to do 
the work better than anyone elae, and, as j 
the season was advanced, the rainy weath- 
er having set in, and it would have been 
a waste of money to have sent a party 
from Victoria to do the work, specifica- 
tions were prepared and a contract award- 
ed to Mr. Mackenzie at a price which his 
own personal interest, in the road alone 
could have induced him to accept. It 
may be stated hero that any connection 
Mr. Mollett had with that work was en- 
tirely a matter between the contractor 
and himself, with which the government 
had nothing whatever todo. At the some 
time we feel well assured that Mr. Mol 
lett'a connection with it would only con- 
stitute an additional guarantee that all . 
was as it should be. So much for She i 
charge made against tho government by 
our contemporary of having "ignored 
competition," and, through favoritism, 
lot the contract to Mr. Mollett. The 
provincial government is accused of 
neglecting and abandoning the settlement, 
inasmuch as they did not subsidize a ves 
sel au aa to establish regular monthly 
Connection between it and Victoria. 
Nuw, it does nut seem necessary that 
we ahould explain (what everybody 
is supposed to know) that the 
provincial government had neither the 
money nor the right to eutor upon a service 
purely federal. The settlers of .-Uberui un- 
derstood this perfectly, however, and they 
accordingly petitioned the Dominion utitho- 
ries to have a monthly mail service estab- 
lished between the two places, wisely leav- 
ing it au open question whether the service 
should be by sea or via Xanaimo overland; 
and we are in a position to add that the 
provincial government supported the prayer 
of that petition by every means in their 
power. Reverting to road making, owing 
to settlement extending on the opposite 
side of the river, necessitating a road there; 
Bpecial authority has been takea to open 
up that section also, and the government 
agent (Mr. Mollott) was notified several 
weeks ago of the intention of the govern- 
ment to construct a road through this 
season. The work will be proceeded with 
almost immediately. But the provincial 
government have not contented themselves 
with opening up roads within the settle- 
ment and using their influence to induce 
the federal government to establish facile 
outside communication. It is already 
kuowu that, several weeks ago, a party was 
put in "the field" (the forest) for the ex- 
press purpose of exploring for and locating 
a line of roads from some point near Nanui- 
1110 direct overland to Alberni. That ex- 
pedition has not yet reported, but whenever 
it does, the important question uf construct- 
ing a trunk road across tho island, near its 
centre, connecting the important .settlement 
of Alberni, and the west coast generally 
with the east, will occupy the serious atten- 
tion of the government. As for the point 
our contemporary attempts to make out of j 
the tact of no general survey of the district | 
having been made, it is scarcely deserving 
of notice, inasmuch as the experience of 
Alberni is not at all exceptional in that r«- 
Bpect; but it may be remarked that, the j 
lurid iu question being within the island | 
railway belt, the government have no meniiH 
of currying out such survey until the pro- 
ceeds of sales shall enable the work to be 
done. We have, at considerable length, 
placed before the public u plain and un- 
varnished statement of facts, and we opine 
it will bo cheerfully conceded by every fair- 
minded person who reads these lines that 
the provincial government, so fur from be- 
ing opeu to the charge conveyed in the 
swell heading under which we write, have 
manifested the utmost paternal solicitude 
for tho well being of the important settle- 
ment they are fairly entitled to the credit 
of having created upon thu west coast of 
this island, and we have reason' to know 
thnttbe Alberni settlers do not fail to real- 
ize and appreciate the enlightened and 
liberal policy of tho present government, 
which one cannot help contrasting with 
that of their predecessors. It is safe to say 
that tho present government have, during 
tho two years and a half they have been iu 
power, done more to bring desirable set- 
tlers to the province, to place Iboui on 
homesteads, to create facile menus of com- 
munication for them, and to provide for the 
education of their children than wus done 
by their predecessors iu a whole decade. 
It is to bo feared that our contemporary 
haB shown himself to bo more solicitous for 
the overthrow of the present government 
than for the building up of prosperous set- 
tlements or for tho general welfare of tho 
province. 



IMPURE J UR NA L ISM, 

Tho British government has taken the 
Pall Mull Gazette in hand and will 
have its publishers indicted for the pub- 
lication of a bad house directory. In 
Victoria they inanagu things differ- 
ently. When the Times ad- 
vertises a wicked house as a first-class 
family hotel and informs a visiting tnise 
ball club, all strangers, that they can get 
a "free lunch" at a brothel, the paper is 
simply dropped. Before attention was cal- 
led to those improper advertisements the 
Times was sold on every street corner. 
Now a copy can scarcely be given away 
and tho boys have ceased to call it. There 
is reason to believe that the number of 
copies distributed by carriers has also fallen 
off. The lesson is a severe one; but who 
will venture to say it was not merited? 

Scarcely had the ink dried on tho above' 
article when a copy of last evening's Times, 
containing a prurient reference to the 
alleged adventure of a young Victoria girl 
with two women of ill-repute reached this 
office. The reference is, of course, an un- 
truth. No incident of the nature described 
occurred hero. Tho paragraph was prob- 
ably copied from the Pall Mall Gazette and 
localized by our enterprising (? ) contem- 
porary. The filthy suggostivoness of tho 
paragraph is sufficient to condemn tho 
paper. How the few respectable citizens 
who were induced to invest their means iu 
Times' stock on the premise that no ex- 
ceptional matter would over appear iu its 
columns can allow these beastly paragraphs 
and advertisements to pass uurobulied is 
beyond the public ken. Some mouths ago 
tho Times libelled Victoria girls by assert- 
ing that the habit of smoking opium was 
almost universal hero; and it now makes a 
serious redaction on the sex by stating an 
untruth of one of their number. 



THE CANADIAN LOAN. 

Tho Toronto Mail is naturally jubilant 
at the success of tho new Canadian loan, 
and saya the fact that the sum asked for 
has been offered three times over, and 
that a loan taken at a premium of 
£1 17s 8d, or nearly 'J per cent, is so aat 
lafaotory that the finance minister may 
roturn to parliament in the certainty of 
receiving such an ovation from the house 
of commons and auch applause from the 
business men of Canada aa must compen- 
sate him fully lor the anxieties ho must 
have undergone, and in sonic degree even 
for tho health he has sacrificed in the pub- 
lic service. He can face Sir Richard 
Cart wright with the terms of this loan iu 
hand, and say: " Tho credit of Cutiada 
is still sound in my keeping, in spite of 
all you have done to destroy it."

London, July 7.— The Pall Mall Ga- 
zette to-day prints an addition to its 
articles begun yesterday, which have for 
their object the exposure of the growth 
of the trade in young girls for immoral 
purposes. The greatest sensation haa 
been caused by theae publications. 

The St. James Gazette, in au nrtirle to- 
day, stigmatizes them as the vilest ob- 
scenity ever issued from a public press, 
or in a public print. The book stalls con- 
trolled by the firms of which the Right 
Hon. William Henry Smith, secretary of 
war, is tho head, refuses to sell oilher 
yesterday 'b or to day's issue) of the Pall 
Mall Gazette, on act o int of the indecency 
of these articles. The street sales of the 
paper have been enormous, and copies ot 
both day's edition command a premium. 

Sir Richard Asheton Cross, homo sec- 
retary, in reply to Mr. Bentinck's ques- 
tion aa to whether the Pall Mall Gazette 
Could bo criminally prosecuted for its 
scandalous publications, said that the Ga 
zette could bo prosecuted by indictment 
iu the usual way .

Air. Vail — What is tho reason for the 

§20,000 additional I 

Mr. Caron — That ia for the purpose of 
organizing "C" Battery in British Colum- 
bia. Last year we took a very much 
smaller vote, because I could not see my 
way to organize that battery last year. 
This year, however, the military advisers 
of tho department have called my atten- 
tion to its importance, and wo consider 
that wo shall be able to organize "0" 
Battery exactly like "A" and "If Bat- 
teries, except that we shall limit it to 100 
men. .My lion, friend will remember that 
"A' and "I!" Batteries are composed of 
150 men each. They are always up to 
tho foil strength— in fact, very uften 
above the strength. "C" Battery we have 
reduced to 100 men, because wo believe 
that wo can compensate the increased cost 
of living iu Bri'lsh Columbia by reducing 
thu nuiu ber. 

Mr. Hoi ton — I wish to enquire if it is I 
the intention of the minister to organize i 
this battery "C," at once / 

Mr. Carol) — 1 es; as soon as it is possi 
ole to do so. The plan contemplated is 
to have some men of tho Royal Canadian 
reserves. The difficulty we hud to con- 
tond with wis the fact that the labor j 
market in British Columbia takes most of | 
the available men, and it was difficult to 
recmit iu that province. But wo have 
the advantage of getting a claas of men 
who are receiving pensions from tho im- ; 
perial government, and they arc a very 
good cla-s of men. 

Mr. Melton — 1 notice in the public 00- | 
counts that Lieut. -Col. Holmes received 
pa)' aa commandant of "C" Battery from 
tho 10th of August, 1883, to the 30th 
Juno, 1884, amounting to §1,975, besides 
hia traveling expenses fntn Quebec, 
amounting to £731 25 I presume it is a 
fair question to ask how it is that this 
officer received pay for services which ho 
could not have rendered, inasmuch as his 
command existed only on paper / 

Mr. Caron— Lieut. -Col. Holmes is 
deputy-adjut.uu of the district Previous 
to his being sent up there General Lauiie 
was deputy adjutant general, but we re- 
called him, and we sent Col. Holmes up, 
and wo made Col. Maunaell, tho com- 
mandant of the school of infantry, the 
deputy adjutant-general for the district. 
I sent Col. Holmes up and made Col. 
Maunsell the commandant of "A 'schocd 
of infantry at Fredenctoii and the deputy 
adjuiant-goileril of the district; conse- 
quently it is a mere misnomer, in so far 
as commanding the. "C" force is con- 
cerned, because "C" Battery is not or- 
ganized. It is a reduction iu tho expen- 
diture, because he is not the commandant 
of that school and will still remain deputy 
adjutant-general. 

Air H ilton —Does ho not receive pay 
as deputy adjutant general ? 

Mr. Caron— No; he gets pay equivalent 
to the allowance made to Col. Maunsell, 
about §300 extra. Uf course, as there 
Were no barracks, ho had to be given an 
allowance to pay hia hotel bill. It is 
merely an ordinary allowance. 

Sir Richard Cartwright — What ia the 
total strength of "A," "13" and "C" 
Batteries .' 

Mr. Caron— "A" and "B" 150 each; 
"C" will only bo 100 men. The expense 
of living being greater in British Colum- 
bia, I thought I would make it 100, in- 
stead of 150 men. 

Sir Richard Cartwright — Is it the in- 
tention of the government to have these 
men who are to be stationed at Victoria 
instructed in the use of torpedoes I 

Mr. Caron — Yes; that is a part of our 
programme. 

Sir Richard Cartwright — Is the hun, 
gentleman in communication with tho 
imperial authorities on that point? 

Mr. Caron— Yes; wo have been, for 
some time. 

Sir Richard Cartwright— Then ho and 
they propose to co operate together, so as 
to protect the harbor of Victoria, if 1 
rec llent right, the harbor is particularly 
defensible by the use of torpedoes. 

Sir tlectjr Lingevin — Yes; and es- 
pecially Esqmmalt. harbor. 

Mr. Baker— Is It tho intention of tho 
government to utilize the services of any 
of those gentlemen who have undergone a 
three months' course of instruction under 
Col. Holmes in the formtaion of '•(_!" bat- 
tery? How many officers will bo attached 
to tho battery, and will the selection bo 
made from tlloae who have taken out cer- 
tificates in British Columbia.' 

Mr. Caron — We have not yet beon able 
to decide who the officers will Lo. I do 
not know the qualifications of the gentle- 
men to whom my hon. friend refors, and 
the orgon'Zilion has not reached that 
point when 1 could tell the hon. gentle- 
men who will tie the officers. Tho officer 
commanding will be Col. Holmes, aa De- 
puty Adjutant General. No doubt, when 
the forces c-unes to be organized, all those 
elements will have to bo properly con- 
sidered. 

Mr. Baker — There are about 15 or Hi 
gentlemen in British Columbia who have 
been under Hevere training for 3 or 4 
months, at considerable disadvantage to 
themselves, anil have taken out certifi- 
cates. I have letters from them, in which 
they say they do not wish to be over- 
looked in the formation of the battery, 
if there are to be 3 to 5 officers attached 
to it, as I believe there will be — 3 officers, 
paymaster, sergeant, and so on — they 
ahould bo selected from those wdio have 
I borne the heat and burden of tho day in 
British Columbia. I would also like to 



a position to know that 100 men cau bo 
got out there for the pay. 

Mr. Caron — That is one of the difficul- 
ties wo have to contend against, but I 
think we cau safely get the 100 men out 
of tho Royal Naval Reserve, because tho 
deficiencies in pay will be supplemented 
by tho pension they will bo receiving 
from tho Imperial government. 

Mr. Baker - Could the hon. gentleman 
state how many officers will be attached 
to "C" Battery, other than thu com- 
mander. 

Mr. Caron — We have generally 5 in a 
battery of 150 men. There will probably 
be 3 or 4.

''MACHINE" SCHOOL METHODS. 



Bow Individuality of Character May 
Sometimes lio Destroyed. < 

[Chicago Times.! 

The peoplo of England are apparently 
becoming dissatisfied with the graded sys- 
tem in schools, which appears to have 
been impoited into that country from 
Germany and tlio United States. Mr. 
Mundella, who is at the head of the do 
partmeut of public instruction, is the 
English Horace Mann. He believes in the 
machine method of manufacturing schol- 
ars. Bo no of the li cal inspectors have 
the honesty and boldness t'> criticise his 
methods laid clown for the government of 
teachers. Mr. Hicks, inspector of schools 
under the London board, recently pre 
eeuted his report, which is a very interest, 
ing atid suggestive document. ■ In it the 
following paragraph occurs: 

"Firstly, an attempt is made to carry 
all children along at the same rate of prog- 
ress, whatever their physical or mental 
powers. Hence the teaching power is not 
fairly apportioned. The dull, the hack- 
ward, the irregular, the delicate— all those 
children who, from whatever cause, arc- 
unable to keep pace with their fortunate 
school-fellows— receive more than their 
fair share of attention, while the more 
highly gifted— those who can pass the 
forthcoming examination without troub- 
ling the teacher— receive less than the 
just share to which they are entitled, and 
toward the close of the 'school 
year, are sometimes neglected. 1 
met with a curious illustration of this 
some two months ago. In a class of sixty 
scholars I found ten or twelve sitting 
silent, with folded arms, while their class- 
mates were either at work or play. 
.Naturally 1 wanted to know why these 
lads were being punished, for punishment 
it certainly was. "These boys,' said the 
assistant, 'are quite ready for the examin- 
ation; they nave nothing" more to do, and 
bo I give my time to prepare the others. ' 
This is an extreme case, but in a large 
number of schools the tendency is to 
leave scholars, as they become perfect for 
the examination, pretty much to them 
selves, and to concentrate all attention on 
the remainder. " 

Clue of the effects of the graded system 
in school .s to destroy all individuality of 
character in both teacher and pupil, t.ach 
teacher is expected to advance all the 
pupils in a room to a higher one in the 
course of a school year, bhe is also ex- 
pected to be exactly one year about it. If 
she does it sooner, the great educational 
machine is thrown out of gear. If she is 
longer about it. the machine will not run 
smoothly. A certain number of pages in 
each text-book are designated as con- 
stituting the work of the given grade. To 
these are added a certain number of 
songs to be learned, a certain number of 
pictures to be copied, and certain maxims 
to be re| ea'cd. These are counted or 
measured off by the teacher, and admin- 
istered like doses of medicine at given 
hours. 

The intellectual rations are dealt out 
like oats to horses in a street railway 
stable. What one child learns readily, 
another admires with great difficulty, 
while a third gains little comprehension 
of it. l'art of the pupils arc idle half the 
time, for tl v are "up to grade'" and are 
not allowed to pass beyond it. They are 
waiting lor the slower ones "to catch up, " 
though it is manifest that many of them 
will never bo able to do it. Near the 
close of the year the class is examined, and 
those who are not able to record a tixed 
standard are condemned to "be put 
through the grade again. "

The steamship 
uregon consumes over ::'M tons per day 
on her passage from Liverpool to New 
York; her bunkers will hold nearly 4,000 
tons. The Stirling l astle last year brought 
home in one cargo ~,'~W tons of tea, and 
consumed :2,Mj0 tons of coal in doing so 

Immense stocks of coal are kept at 
various coaling stations, St. \ incent, Ma- 
deira, Port Said. Singapore, and others; 
the reserve at the latter place is about 
i!0,UUU tons. It is remarkable with what 
rapidity these steamers are coaled; for in- 
stance, the Orient steamship last year took 
in over 1,100 tons at l'ort Said in live 
hours. " 

A Peculiar Settlement.

One of the most peculiar communities 
in Michigan is at St. Naziane. Though 
founded in 1848 its population is now but 
21~. The articles of association — for the 
settlement is, in fact, but u society— pro- 
vide for a hoard of seven trustees, con- 
sisting of a priest, three men and three 
women, elected by all the adult men and 
women annually. Uermau is the only 
language spoken, and only two, the gen- 
eral manager and the doctor, know Lug 
lish. They live entirely by themselves, 
taking no interest in the outside world, 
and the women work in the fields the 
eamo as the men.
